have 132 supply flocks, and the 
quality of baby chicks has shown 
We will 
be putting out, in the year begin- 
ning July 1, 1951, the very best 
baby chicks that in our opinion are 
available in the southeastern states 
We will have two types of chicks 
One is the production type which 
is bred for high egg production. 
The cockerels in the flocks 
plying these eggs all come from 
hens who have an R.O.P. record 
of at least 250 eggs. Then we have 
the broiler type chick which is the 
straight Nichols broiler type chick- 
en which we believe to be the 
chicken that will put on meat the 
fastest and best of broiler 
Glenn Hunt has been ably assist- 
ed by Silas Little, State College, 
50. Silas Little is the field man 
for the hatchery and has done a 
very fine job of testing, culling and 
generally keeping the flocks in top 
shape. During the year the hatch- 
ery has been given a rating of pul- 
lorum clean, and as far as I know 
we have had no kicks at all about 
chicks. The supply flocks 
are carefully blood tested at regu- 
lar intervals, and with this care- 
ful supervision the flocks are pro- 
ducing a very high quality of 
hatching eggs. We are commenc- 
ing to have considerable demand 
for these hatching eggs, and are 
shipping eggs to Mississippi and 
to Georgia in addition to the eggs 
which are hatched in our own 
hatchery. We also have a large 
order for eggs for the Caribbean 
which we will not be able to start 
filling until August 1.

Broiler Industry 

Great progress has been 
during the past year in developing 
a broiler industry. In March, 1950, 
the Farmers Federation started a 
special drive to increase broiler 
production. Ernest Walker and 
Gordon Barnwell were put out on 
the field. Broiler raisers have kept 
increasing the size of their opera- 
tion until today there are a num- 
ber of broiler raisers in this terri- 
tory who grow anywhere from four 
thousand to 40 thousand broilers 
at a time. The Farmers Federa- 
tion has out 186,450 broilers at the 
time of writing this report, and the 
efficiency and “know how” of the

The Marketing Department 

The modern poultry plant of the 
Farmers Federation on Valley 
in Asheville has shown a 
increase during the year 
This department did a business of 
$1,787,478.99, an increase of $410,- 
736.04 above the previous year 
This marketing service is the 
foundation for a growing poultry 
industry. When the farmer real- 
izes that we can sell the broilers 
he has confidence in going ahead 
and trying to raise the broilers. 
Broilers and hens went out from 
our Valley Street plant as far as 
Miami and Tampa. We are at the 
moment installing compressors that 
will give us 50 per more 
freezing capacity and a new loop 
on the defeathering Kine which will 
step up the number of poultry that 
can be handled to 1000 per hour. 
Perry Greene is the manager of this 
department. He tells us that the 
last week in June this plant dressed 
and processed 112,000 pounds of 
poultry.

Six- 
teen acres of gladioli were grown, 
and 37,000 dozen flowers were 
successfully marketed. This crop 
had one severe set-back during the 
The tail-end of a Florida 
came through this 
mountain area with such force that 
it blew down the gladioli in the 
fields.

Hooked Rugs 


The Treasure Chest Cooperative 
Mutual, which markets wool hook- 
ed rugs for its members on a co- 
operative basis, had many difficul- 
ties during the year. Hooked rugs 
from Communist China flooded the 
markets of the United States. The 
Tariff on these rugs is an ad val- 
orem tariff of from 30 to 40 cents 
a square foot. When compared to 
the wages which the Chinese 
hooked rug workers are paid, this 
tariff amounts to almost nothing

been receiving big boosts in west- 
rn Carolina in the past two years 
by means of irrigation Tobacco 
ind corn show promise of showing 
production increases equally as 
profitable. This year corn yields 
may possibly approach 200 bushels 
per acre by use of high fertilizing 
rates and supplemented irrigation 
Pastures have been grazed at the 
rate of one cow per acre produc- 
ing milk at top levels. Alfalfa can 
be cut 5 or 6 times in a season 
depending on fertility of the soil 
and fertilization rates Tobacco, 
another crop that is grown on well 
drained land, shows much prom- 
ise in production and quality im- 
provement by irrigation. For de- 
pendable truck crops some form of 
irrigation is almost a “must.” The 
absence of rain for only a week 
at certain times can both reduce 
quality of truck crops and delay 
harvest until the market is flood- 
ed. ' 
For the present the supply of ir- 
rigation equipment seems ample 
As military requirements become 
heavier the supply can and prob- 
ably will become limited. Alum- 
inum pipe will certainly be the 

first to feel the restrictions. 
When irrigation the 
best results are usually received 
by consulting Extension or Soil 
Conservation personnel along with 


installing 
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a dealers’ representative. Labor 
saving ideas can best be used when 
planned at the outset. It must 
be remembered that an irrigation 
system is built around the pump 
and can be no better than its 


source. 


In the future, as population in- 
creases and when land for food 
production becomes more scarce, 
it is very possible that irrigation 
will be as common as tractors and 
other power units. Each acre will 
become more valuable and produc- 
tion will be at a high peak wher- 
ever water is found in abundance 
with tillable land. 


Interest has been shown in the 
past few years in building of farm 
ponds, mainly for the production 
of fish and controlling errosion 
Do not overlook the possibilities of 
using this supply of water for ir- 
rigation purposes. During the hot 
summer months pasture land can 
be irrigated with the profit show- 
ing up in increased milk produc- 
tion when otherwise it would fall 
off during the drought unless the 
cows were fed hay or commercial 
feeds. 

It would pay every farmer to 
investigate the possibilities of an 
irrigation system on his farm 
With an irrigation sysetm, the 
farmer is insuring himself to a 
certain extent against dry weather.

“Mac,” as he has instructed us to 
call him, has grown his pullets out 
under the restricted feeding pro- 
gram. The birds have their grow- 
ing mash before them until noon 
at which time he lets them clean 
the hoppers. In the afternoon the 
birds graze on alfalfa and ladino 
clover and also range through the 
woods. It’s just like Mac says, 
“Few people realize the value of 
ranges for pullets.” It appears to 
me that Mac will save from $.30 
to $.50 per bird at a minimum 
His oats and grain are fed in the 
afternoon.

Uneven Supply of Eggs 

Mr. Roe Warlick, Mr. Alex Cro- 
well, Rankin Wells, W. R. Giveten 
and a few others are to be mem- 
bers of the “Two Flocks a Year” 
Club. They started a flock in the 
spring and plant to start one this 
fall. This will give them a steady 
flow of eggs, a steady income and 
the hatchery will be permitted to 
have a regular supply of chicks 

Since the broiler industry has 
expanded so rapidly there has 
been consistently a low number 
of hatching eggs in the summer 
We are now organizing our start- 
ing dates so that we can have part 
of the flocks started in the early 
spring, March and April, and part 
of them in August. By starting 
the fall flock in the fall the birds 
can be brooded at a minimum cost 
as they will be sufficiently feath- 
ered by the time winter sets in 
and also will have desirable weath- 
er for ranging. These birds will 
be laying the following summer 
and will be ready for the market 
around Thanksgiving to Christmas 
when the hen market is generally 
the highest.

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FROZEN FOODS 


OST of the foods which one 
M wishes to process and 

store for use at some later 
time may be quick frozen. These 
foods include meats, fruits, vege- 
tables, eggs and some other prod- 
ucts. 

Not all foods, however, are suit- 
able for freezing. Most vegetables 
that and enjoyed 
because of their crispness cannot 
be frozen satisfactorily. Apples, 
pears, grapes and plums are not 
desirable for freezing. 

It is the problem of every fami- 
ly who has access to freezing stor- 
age to decide what foods and the 
quaitities that are to be frozen. 
One home maker filled her storage 
space with cherries because she 
had a bumper crop of cherries and 
she found that they froze so well. 
Much thought should be given to 
a well-planned “Frozen Food Bud- 
get” to fit the family likes and 
dislikes. 

Meats, such as poultry, and beef 
may well comprise the bulk of the 
frozen food budget. Some authori- 
ties recommend that there should 
be stored, twice as much meat as 
fruits and vegetables.

Beef, lamb, fish, poultry, game 
all make desirable frozen foods 
Pork isn’t as desirable as the 
other meats. It is so convenient 
to have the meats prepared and 
frozen and there is that item 
of saving feed for animals by hav- 
ing the product frozen when the 
most desirable size is reached.

excellent frozen 
When the price drops on 
eggs, they can be frozen for home 
use. Eggs cannot be frozen whole 
It is best to break and stir them 
before freezing. 


Vegetables may be grouped in 
four classes for comparing for 
freezing. 

Greens such as turnips, mustard, 
spinach and asparagus are excel- 
lent for freezing. 

Seeds such as peas, beans, corn 
and okra are excellent for freez- 
ing. 

Roots such as turnips ,beets, po- 
tatoes are not 
freezing.

The question for the men at Co- 
weeta was: “Could stream flow be 
increased by removing an old 
growth oak forest from the wat- 
ershed and thereby ending water 
loss due to transpiration. 

In 1936 a 33 acre watershed on 
Ball Creek was put under study. 
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The ‘trees and brush were cut an 
left to rot on the ground.

The fascinating thing about this 
experiment is that water of thi 
watershed has increased by 60 per 
cent, (100 per cent in the Summer:

On a third tract the entire area 
was cut and then allowed to sprout 
and grow back naturally. During 
the first year this area showed 
the same 60 - 100 per cent increase 
in water flow. Later as the trees 
and brush came back, the evapora- 
tion loss due to transpiration in- 
creased and water yield is 
decreasing. Still, after 11 years, 
there is still a significant increase 
in water yield. 

At the present time, the foresters 
are seeking to arrive at a type of 
forest cover that will give a max- 
imum of water yield and timber 
production. Articles giving their 
findings will appear in later issues 
of the News. 

The individual farmer as well as 
the public in general needs
